personal knowledge, that Doberck has dis. 
played bitter hatred, or jealousy, or animvs- 
ily, or whatever 2t may be vailled, agaist 
the Manila Observatory, ever since ho has 
been inthe Eust. Tio has protested against 
Hongkong newspapers publishing the Ma. 
nila warnings, Furnished by the Spanish 
Consul in Hongkong, sile-by side with his 
own: warnings which he is paid Ly. the 
Hongkong Government to supply to the 
public. He has expressed a wish ta diseon- 
tinue supplying any such wieked newspa- 
per, and he has wil nanghty words in Ger- 
man when he was compelled as a public ser- 
yant te continue serving Lhe public impar- 
tinly. We believe his animus agninst the 
Manila Observatory preceeds partly from 
religious bigotry, he being one of the rabid 
intolerant protestants why cau see_nothing 
good in anything Raman Catholic. We can 
speak in this matter without_bias because 
wu have no leanings towards Rome, If we 
had any feeling in the matter atall it would 
Ue rathera feeling of d strust towards priests 
of all kinds, Roman Catholic, -Protes- 
tant, Buddhist, or Mahatma, and perhaps 
Jesuits more especially. But without going 
into that question,-it is sufficient that 
we havo no special love for the priests, and 
have no object to serve in praising their 
work. We iind that the work of tho Manila 
Observatory has been uniformly good, and 
we would feel compelled to say the same 
whoever might be in charge of the obser- 
satory, if,they did as well, If Judas Tsea- 
riot or Beelzebub and his imps were doing 
work which was good and useful in itself, it 


-{ would be only fair to say such work 


waa good and useful. If we can go further 
and say that we think very highly of the 
fathers themselves, that is our own per- 
sonal opinion and nothing to the point; but 
the work which they are doing is undoub- 
tedly good, and the work which Doberck 
haa done in procuring this snub for them is 
undoubtedly bad. It is malicious, spiteful, 
utterly unjustifiable, and the Herr himself 
is absolutely uutruthfal in all his state- 
ments with roference to this observatory. 

.!. . . + This is the person who criti- 
cises the most celebrated observatory cast 
of Calcutta. We know from his own lips 
that he prefers to get meteorological data. 
from the Eastern “Extension Telegraph 
Vompany’s stations, rather than from the 
Jesuit Futhers’ stations, though he knows 
that the Telegraph Company's young men 
are not trained nor qualified in meteorology,” 
have only ordinary thermometers such as 
those ured in bathing the baby, no anemo- 
meter, no rain-gauge, no special interest in 
anythiog outside of their cable work; while 
these Jesuit Fathers raake meteorology their 
lifework and possesas wonderfulcullection of 
costly instruments, auch as Doberck proba- 
bly never saw. He is generally regarded in 
Hongkong as a chronic blunderer, slow 
and incompetent, who amuses himself like 
achild, hauling ‘up and down on a4 signal- 
pole first 2 red bal, or @ black cone, then 
perhaps a blue drum or a tin trumpet, 
and when a typhoon has come and 15 
ravaging the colony ho fires a signal-guo 
to let people know.
